The first actual test of strength be- 
tween Taft and Roosevelt came earlier 


in the day and resulted in a victory for 


the President when the majority report, 
indorsing his administration, was adopt- 
ed by a vote of 393% to 359%. 

On the minority report, indorsing 
Roosevelt, Cuyahoga County (Cleve- 
land) voted 465 for Taft, 8 for Roosevelt. 
Montgomery County (Dayton) gave its 
delegation of. 29 for Taft. Lucas County 
(Todelo) gave its solid delegation of 22 
for Roosevelt. 

Immediately after the election of the 
Taft delegates and alternates, the con- 
vention recessed until July 2, when a 
state ticket will be named.

Farrar is under arrest 
and a warrant charging him with ex- 
hibiting a deadly weapon has been is- 
sued against him. 

Young Man Arrested. 

He was arrested in front of the young 
woman’s house by patrolmen of the Sou- 
lard Street Station after Charles Pahler, 
Mrs. Kasselring’s brother-in-law, had 
slipped out of the house by a back door 
and telephoned an alarm. 

Farrar’s own story is that he was go- 
ing to leave the city, Sunday night, to 
take a railroad job in a small Missouri 
town, that he had put the revolver in his 
pocket to use in guarding the railroad 
company’s property, that he got toe 
drinking and went to the young woman’s 
Lome and that he doesn’t remember 
what he did next.

Peter Wolff, a Sullivan County, 
Mo., farmer, who says his son, Henry, 
aged 24, was swindled out of a $400 
draft by sharpers on a train last 
October, filed sguit in Circuit 
Court Tuesday to recover $400 from 
the Jefferson Bank and M. Gum-

berts Jr. 

H. W. Kroeger, cashier of the Jeffer- 
son Rank, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that the Gumberts named in the suit is 
Mark Gumberts, well known about town 
and in St Louis County. Kroeger satd 


the draft was cashed in the ordinary 
courec of business at his bank. 


Tellw of Threats. 

The petition alleges that two men, 
J. C. Adams and “Richard Roe,” en- 
tered the smoking compartment of a 
passenger coach, and by threats of 
killing Henry compelled him to en- 
dorse and turn over to them the 
draft for $400 which the youth was 
taking to his father in Gillette, Wyo. 

The next either of the Wolffs saw 
of the draft it had been cashed at 
the Jefferson Bank and bore the en- 
dorsement of Gumberts. The petition 
declares that Gumberts could not 
have been an innocent purchaser for 
value and that the Jefferson Bank 
should not have cashed the draft, 
which was drawn on the National 
Bank of Commerce, without investi- 
gation. They samy a 
bear the endorsements either 
“Richard Roe” or of Adams. 

Alleges Confidence Games 

Although the petition does not go 
into the details of the alleged swin- 
dle, Max F. Ruler, the attorney who 
filed it, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he was prepared to present tes- 
timony when the case comes up for 
trial to show the draft was obtained 
through a sort of confidence game 
practiced upon an innocent country 
youth. 

The elder Wolff had obtained a Gov- 
erument allotment of land in Wyoming 
and had directed Henry to bring him the 
$4 to be used for temporary improve- 
The draft was 
made out in Henry’s name and the 
young man left St. Louis on a Burling- 
ton train Oct. 6, 1911, on his way to 
Wvoming. 

In a smoking compartment he was ac- 
costed by a well-dressed man whose 
hair was beginning to turn gray. The 
man told Henry he was J. C. Adams of 
Joplin, Mo., and that he was a dealer 
in real estate. Vanity prompted Henry 
to exhibit the draft, according to Ruler, 
to say he owned a ranch out West, and 
+hat he was going to buy cattle for it. 


Lost on Three-Card Monte. 

The man described as “Richard Roe” 
in *he petition came into the compart- 
ment then and, Ruler says, although 
ne knew Adams, pretended to be a 
stranger. He told Adams a-tale of woe 
about row he had lost $200 in a three- 
card monte game in St. Louis. 

This game, as practiced by sharpers, 
is a simple one. There are, say, two 
hlack cards and a red one. The dealer 
shuffles the three and invites the player 
te pick out the red one for a bet. Dis- 
honest dealers ‘‘palm’’ the red card so 
it isn’t there or otherwise impose on an 
innocent player. 

‘‘Roe,”’ who -declared everybody knew 
him as Bob, produced three cards and 
began demonstrating the game to 
Adams. Finally Adams made and won 
a few $% bets by picking out the red 
card. Henry looked on and soon ob 
served that Adams had marked the red 
card so he could tell it. 

“After a little while.”.-Ruler de- 
clared, “the sharks got Henry. to turn 
over the curd which Adams should 
pick out. Then Bob “detected” the 
mark on the card, declared he was 
being fleeced and said he would kill 
them both then and there. 


Gets I, 0. U. for 8400. 

“Adams pretended to be. greatly 
frightened when Bob reached back 
as if to draw a revolver. He begged 
Henry to indorse the draft and give 
it to the man, promising to repay 
the money in two days. Henry did as 
requested. Bob got off at the next 
station. Adams gave Henry a pen- 
clled I. O. U. for $400 which he wrote 
on the back of a business card. Adams 
made Henry belleve that if the he shoula 
tell the train crew of the affair they 
would all be arrested for gambling. 
Adams disappeared just outside of Kan- 
sas City. 

“Henry kept quiet about it until he 
got to Wyoming. When his father 
wired back to stop payment on the 
draft it was already too late. It had 
been cashed at the Jefferson Bank.”

Accused [llinoisan Sits Near as 
Indianan Argues That He Be

WASHINGTON, o 4.—The second 


trial of Senator Lorimer. of Ulinois, on 
the charge of having been elected by 
corrupt methods, was begun in the Sen- 
ate today with a speech by Senator 
Kern of Indiana, a member of the In- 
vestigating Committee who signed the 
minority report against Lorimer. 

Senator Kern gave especial attention 
to the plea that the case had been set- 
tled the Senate's vindication last 
year. That plea, he said, had been 
raised only at the last moment. He 
said he would not admit its validity, it 
had come too late and that the plea it- 
self was “‘res adjudicata.” 

Reminding the Senate that under the 
Constitution 4t is the judge of the qual- 
ifications of its own members, Senator 
Kern contendéd it was competent for 
that body to proceed at any time in any 
matter involving the integrity of its 
membership. 

“There was no suggestion by Senator 
Lorimer or any one on his behalf, that 
the Senate had not ample power to di- 
rect a reinvestigation of his case,” said 
Senator Kern. “He tacitly acquiesced 
in the Senate's action. He appeared in 
person and by counsel, before the com- 
mittees, during the examination, cross- 
examining all witnesses called by the 
committee and examining scores of wit- 
nesses in his behalf.” 

Kern declared that if any of the com- 
mittee believed that questions being in- 
vestigated were “res adjudicata,”’ they 
were ‘‘strangely reticent in not men- 
tioning it,’”’ while permitting the contin- 
uation of the investigation at a cost of 
more than $50,000. He refused to con- 
cede that the proceedings was analog- 
ous to a civil action at law, but argued 
that, if it were, the granting of a new 
trial, even on the sof ground of newly 
discovered evidence, opened the case for 
a complite reinvestigation. 

“It is now too late for Senator Lori- 
mer to be permitted to urge this re- 
markable defense,” declared Senator 
Kern. 

The speaker said he believed the first 
investigation had been utterly incom. 
plete and had failed to develop facts 
which must have been accessible. 


Refers to Gravity of Charge. 
Serator Kern praised the personal rep- 


utation of Lorimer and said that but 
for his convictions regarding the grav- 


bv 


ity of the charges, he would not bel 


fcund engaged in the disagreeable task 
of a prosecutor. 

Senator Lorimer occupied a seat near 
Kern, giving careful attention to his ar.

ESCAPED FROM ASYLUM 





Has Been Living in St. Louis for 
Nearly Two 
Years, 





It hus been discovered that a woman 
who has lived in St. Louis as Sarah Alice 
Diller for nearly two years and who is 
now in the city sanitarium is Isabella 
Williamson, who killed Daniel Winters, 


a contractor, in his Pittsburg (Pa.) 
lome on the night of Jan. 28, 1901. She 
escaped from the Allegheny Home for 
the Insane at Woodville, Pa., July 9, 
1910. 

Before being sent to the asylum she 
had been acquitted of murder on the 
grounds that she was insane. 

Miss Williamson was taken to the city 
sonitarium March 29 last after Probate

Supt. Johns of the sanitarium had pho- 
tographs of her made and sent to asy- 
lums in various parts of the country. 
In this way she was identified. Whether 
she will be sent back to the Allegheny 
esylum has not been decided upon. There 
is no criminal charge against her, but 
the State of Pennsylvania may insist 
that, since she was acquitted of mur- 
der there on an insanity plea, she must 
be confined within the jurisdiction of 
the State. 

Caulfield of the real estate firm of 
Caulfield & Lewis, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Tuesday that he knew little 
jof the woman. 

“She rented from us,”’ sdii Caulfield, 
“and several] months ago neighbors com- 
plained that she was acting in a peculiar 
manner.

I called tHe 
rolice and after they watched her for a 
day or two, they sent her to the inind hos- 
pital. 

Talked Incessantly. 

“Her insanity took no special turn. 

She would stand around aind talk inces- 
santly on a great many different sub- 
jects, and at times it would be tmpossi- 
ble to tell what she was trying to talk 
about. 
“My interest in the matter was to get 
possession of the property, and I took 
the matter into the Probate Court, where 
I was appointed guardian, and in that 
way I obtained possession.”’

Council Approves Measure Sent 
From House and It Goes 
to Mayor for Action. 








Discussion on the bill to compel all 
vehicles following street cars to stop at 
crcssirg points when passengers are get- 
ting cff or on cars, passed Monday by 
the City Council, resulted in a clash be- 
tween Councilman Leahy and President 
(;undiach, Leahy championed the bill in 


tiie Cvuncil. Gundlach spoke in opposi- 
tion to it, but voted for its passage on 
the final ballot. 

‘Do you realize that this bill, if 
passed, would be a serious obstruction 
to traffic?’’ Gundlach asked Leahy. 

“It is a precautionary measure,”’ 
Leahy replied. “The trouble with the 
most of us is that we are in too much 
of « hurry. We try to go through the 
werld too fast. By compelling drivers 
to stop conveyances at crossings it will 
wisely stop some of the hurry and pre- 
vert accidents.” 

The bill was then passed by a unani- 
mous vote. The measure had previously 
been passed by the House of Delegates 
and will now go to Mayor Kreismann 
for his signature. 

he new ordinance requires all vehi- 
eles driving parallel to or following 
street cars to stop when the cars stop 
at crossings. The vehicles must stand 
stiil until the car moves forward. 

In the downtown districts, where po- 
licemen guard the corners, vehicles are 
allowed to pass the cars with the con- 
sent of the police, provided they do not 
drive closer than six feet to the steps 
of a street car.

Former Employe Arrested Sell- 
ing Duplicate Keys—2 Con- 
ductors Are Held.

Glass Boxes, Which Do Not 
Register Replacing Ones 
Which Keep Check.

Joseph White was showing John Veh- 
lewal, a conductor on the Broadway 
line, how easily a skeleton key would 
open the cash box in Vehlewal’s cage, 
Monday night, when Patrolman Barney 
Verheyen arrested him on 


platform of Vehlewal’s car, near the 
Gano avenue car sheds. 

At police headquarters, after a search 
of his pockets had brought forth 10 
keys similar to the one he was exhibit- 
ing when arrested, White confessed to 
Night Chief Gillaspy that he had been 
selling keys to conductors since the 
early paft of April. He said he had 
disposed of 10, 

Boxes Do Not Register Coins. 

The boxes for which the duplicate 
keys were sold are of the new type 
manufactured by the United Railways 
Co. to obviate the necessity of paying 
royalties to the manufacturers of an- 
other type of box still used on many of 
the cars. 

The box made by the United Railways 
Co. is composed mostly of glass. The 
coin after being dropped in remains on 
a slanting glass shelf in full view of 
the passenger until the conductor pushes 
a plunger which causes the coin to drop 
into the money drawer below. These 
boxes have no registering device. The 
other boxes register each coin that goes 
into them. The conductor is free to 
open the money drawer of the older 
style boxes and take out change, but 
he must replace it at night in accord- 
ance with the register reading. 

Two Conductors Arrested, 

The confession of White resulted in the 
arrest of Austin J. Reif, 28 years old, of 
3830 Minnesota avenue, and Richard W. 
Shipp, 25, of 3416A North Eleventh street, 
both conductors for the United Railways 
Co. They admitted having purchased 
keys from White. 

For several weeks inspectors in the 
employ of the company had been trying 
to solve a shortage in street car fares 
on the cars of several conductors. They 
were at a loss to account for the dis- 
appeorance of the money because the 
conductors were supposed to have no 
keys to their money boxes, which are 
of the drop-a-nickel-in-the-slot kind, and 
the boxes showed no sign of having 
been tampered with. 

White was formerly a conductor, but 
was dismissed on account of an acci- 
dent in which his car figured. He told 
Gillaspy he conceived the scheme of 
robbing the cash box while working on 
the road. He obtained an impression of 
the keyhole with a piece of soap and 
then purchased a key that somewhat 
resembled the impression. A locksmith 
by the name of Huddschmidt, in the 3500 
block on North Broadway, he said, filed 
the key to the exact size of the impres- 
sion. 

Fares Dropped Behind Tray. 

White tried the duplicate key on his 
cash box, and finding it worked, opened 
the box and moved the tray that catches 
the fares so that the fares would drop 
behind it. When the aynditor boarded 
the car to check up he would find the 
box intact and would“hurriedly remove 
the tray and du the money into his 
hands, after which he would replace 
the tray and close the box. 

At the end of his trip White would 
open the box with his made-to-order key 
and scrape out the money that had 
dropped behind the tray. 

Bruce Cameron, superintendent of 
transportation for the United Railways, 
suspected White when he learned the 
discharged conductor was approaching 
various conductors on the Broadway 
line. He told the police what he had 
learned. 

Rief told Gillaspy that the key he 
purchased from White would not fit his 
money box and he had obtained files 
and was going to have it remodeled. He 
had two files when arrested. Shipp said 
he paid White $5 for a key and had 
stolen $1.35 from the company. He said 
hé took the money Decoration day. when 
the cars were crowded with visitors to 
Jefferson Barracks. 

White was charging the conductors 
$10 a key, the police say. ‘ine arrest of 
other conductors “ probably follow. 
White is 23 years old and married. He 
lives at 2050 Bell avenue in Jennings, 
Mo.

He represents Johnson and others in 
suits to compel the United Railways 
Co. ta pay Transit company judgments 
averegating nearly $70,000. The cases in- 
voiving the validity of these judgments 
are row pending in the Supreme Court, 
lacing been decided in favor of John- 
son in the Circuit Court of St. Louis. 

Te suit just.decided by the Supreme 
Court was filed by Johnson as a stock- 
hoider of the Transit company. He al- 
leged in that suit that the directors 
of ite Transit company, who were also 
cirectors of the United Railways Co., 
participated in the benefits of the Brown 
Brothers Syndicate, a. party to the tri- 
partite agreement in the transfer of the 
nsiets of the Transit company. 

Directors’ Profits. 

Johnson introduced testimony to show 
that James Campbell, one of the di- 
rectors, made individual profits to the 
amount of $60,000; Murray Carleton, an- 
other director, $23,000, and Henry S. 
Priest, counsel, $20,000. He attempted 
to held other directors Hable for smaller 
amounts, which he alleged they made 
in the deal. 

Johnson alleged that for every $84,000 
pal’ into the Brown Brothers Syndi- 
cace the directors drew out in cash 
$103.18C,, of which $97,000 was paid to 
them within six months. Their net prof- 
its, under Johnson’s showing, was ap- 
proximately 17 per cent. 

The object of Johnson’s suit was to 
conipel the directors and big stockhold- 
ers tO pay into the treasury of the 
Transit company for the benefit of all 
stockholders the amounts they are al- 
leged to have made in the deal. 

The Supreme Court has twice decided 
against Johnson on the issues involved 
in this case. In his first suit he asked 
for an. accounting, a rescission of the 
tripartite agreement and an injunction. 
In the second suit he asked for an ac- 
counting only. Both’cases went up to 
the Supreme Court on demurrers 
Johnson's petition. 

In the second decision, written by 
Judge Woodson, the Supreme Court 
holds that the case was adjudicated in 
the first decision. Attorney Gilliam 
peinted out that the only reference to 
an accounting made in the first decision 
was contained in a 10-line paragraph, in 

which it was stated that the court, hav- 

Ving decided that Johnson had no right 
te @ rescission of the contract or in- 
junctive relief, the right to an account- 
,ing must fall with it. 
Gilliam’s Ground, 
. “The effect of the Supreem Court's 
‘Aeeision is to bar all further effects to 
the directors of the Transit com- 
individually liable to the stock- 
helders for the large profits they made 
in the sale of its property,” said At- 
-torney Gilliam. ‘The question of wheth- 
er or not they were entitled to those 
profits have never been touched in the 
decisions.

By formal amendments to the Reber 
approach passed by the Council, Mon- 
jay, the city officials are authorized to 
purchase 2000 feet of the right-of-way of 
the Denverside Connecting Railway for 
the elevated structure over the Terminal 
belt. In case the company refuses to 
sell the land at the price it paid for the 
right-of-way, the St. ouis officials are 

‘guthorized to condemn 2000 feet of the 
property and take it for the approach.

Wiggins Sullenly Testifies He 
Thought Schnarr Was Going 
to Draw His Revolver. 








GIRLS ‘DISPUTE SLAYER 





Son of Respected Family Held 
for Homicide—Witnesses Go 
Before Grand Jury. 





After a Coroner's jury returned a ver- 
dict of homicide and held 20-year-old 
George Wiggins responsible for the 
death of Policeman Louis Schnarr, all 
the witnesses at the fnquest were taken 
before the June grand jury Tuesday. 

Wiggins at the inquest volunteered to 
take the witness stand. 

“The fellow walked up to me and 
when he reached for his back pocket IL 
thought he was going to draw a gun,” 
said Wiggins. 

Pointing to the revolver with which 
he had killed Schnarr, he added: 

“Then I pulled that one out and used 
it. That’s.all I’ve got to say.’ 

The revolver with which he had kiiled 
the policeman had been laid directly in 
front of Wiggins on the witness table. 


"Sight of it did not seem to disconcert 


him. He testified sullenly and without 
emotion. 


Girls Dispute the Slayer. 
Eva Black and Ruby Barry, both of 


920 South Fourteenth street, and Ruth 
Keller of 918 South Fourteenth street, 
the only witnesses of the shooting, con- 
tradicted Wiggins’ statement that 
Schnarr attempted to draw his revolver. 
The young women said Schnarr laid his 
left hand on Wiggins’ shoulder and did 
not place his right hand on or near 
the hip pocket in which he carried his 
revolver. 

With a perpetual pouting expression 
on his weak face, Wiggins, black sheep 
son of a respectable family, showed lit- 
tle emotion or remorse when, before 
the inquest, he told how he shot 
and killed. Policeman J.ouis Schnarr, 
who he admitted, had been his friend 
and had shielded him from the effects 
of his waywardness. 

Wiggins was captured in Kimmswick, 
Mo., Monday night after being traced 
there by detectives who learned that he 
had relatives there. 

“Whisky made me do it,” said Wig- 
gins.” When I take one drink of whisky 
I am crazy. 

“I went. to a wedding celebration at 
1441 Chouteau avenue Sunday night. A 
man whom I met there handed me a bot- 
tle of whisky and I took a drink of it. 
From the ‘hall I went to a saloon at 1401 
Chouteau avenue, next door to Brown's 
restaurant. Brown came into the sa- 
loon and asked me to pay a bill I owed. 
I told him he needn’t make it publie and 
we started to the réstaurant together, 
quarreling. 

Admits Woman Threw Him Ont. 

“I had taken a revolver from my 
mothers home at 1729 Preston place, 
intending to sell it. The whisky kept 
making me crazier. When we got into 
the rest@urant I flourished the revolver. 
The men ran into the kitchen and Mrs. 
Brown threw me out of the restaurant. 

‘I was standing in the doorway when 
a policeman came down the street. If 
saw the uniform but I didn’t know it 
was Whitey.’’ 

Throughout his statement Wiggins re. 
ferred to Schnarr is “Whitey.” 

‘“The policeman walked past me and 
ther turned. I thought he put his hand 
to his hip pocket and I believed he was 
gcing to shoot. I fired at him three 
times and waited until I saw him fall. 
Then I ran north to the railroad yards. 

“After hiding awhile I went to my 
mother’s home and got a cap. I needed 
money to get out of town, but my moth- 
er wouldn’t give me any. I went back 
to the railroad yards and walked west. 
Near Manchester and Tower Grove ave- 
nues I saw a@ light in a restaurant. | 
walked in and pointed my revolver at 
five men there and made one of them 


Chased After Restaurant Holdup. 

“They chased me east to Grand ave- 
nue. There I jumped into a farmer’s 
wagon and he took me to Carondelet. 
It was daylight then. At Mannion’s 
Park I got @ newspaper and read about 
the shooting. I walked to Glen Park, 
where I had a friend, but I found he 
had gone to Texas. Then I went to 
Kimmswick, where my great-aunt lives. 
I went to the hotel and slept til) 2 Pp. m. 
As I was coming out of the hotel, De- 
tective David O’Brien grabbed me.” 

Wiggins admits that rather than live 
at bome he has been a vagabond for 
mcnths, frequenting poolrooms and eat- 
ing at cheap restaurants. 

He is 5 feet 5 inches tall, has sandy 
hair and staring blue eyes and a sullen 
expression. The policeman whom he 
killed had often befriended Ww iggins.

“Thou shalt not lie,” is a flat injunction that 
has never admitted of an exception from the pul- 
pit, so far as we know, until the Rev. Dr. Lich- 
liter’s attempt to justify his own lie.

Truth and truth alone is guid- 
ance, and humanity cannot advance by lies. To 
conform conduct to truth, and not vary truth ‘to 
suit conduct, is the principle, and the only sound 
principle, of progress. ‘The lie makes for confu- 
Sion worse confounded. It belongs with darkness 
and ignorance as opposed to light and wisdom; 
fr belongs with disease and death as opposed to 
sanitation; it belongs with crime and every social 
évil as combatted by sane social order; it belongs 
with dishonesty and treachery and every hated 
vice of character individual as well as of charac- 
fer in the mass; the lie social, the lie commercial, 
‘the Ife political are the banes of our day. The lie 
belongs with every sinister guperstition as op- 
‘posed to science. It confuses évery diagnosis and 
ft complicates many a difficulty. 

To get back to the concrete case, we believe 


| that Dr. Lichliter’s unselfish and kindly He has 


done more harm than good. We believe that he 
could have finally accomplished a better result 
by persistently pleading the girl’s case on the 
facts.

Recent circumstances strengthen the Post-Dis- 
patch’s statement that Col. Roosevelt’s campaign 
has the sympathy and quiet support of the great 
interests which are the bone and sinew of the 
Republican party. 

Col. Roosevelt has not been an unsupported 
knight fighting a romantic battle with the giants 
and dragons of evil for the rights of the dear peo- 
ple. It has been a sham battle. It has been evident 
from the beginning of the campaign that the 
Colonel held strong cards which he did not ex- 
pose to public view. 

The conspiracy by which the Colonel was 
enabled to win a series of victories and to over- 
throw an intrenched opponent commanding the 
power of the Federal machine is easy to com- 
prehend. If the inside history of it is ever 
written the public will laugh at the simplicity 
of the game. 

Before Col. Roosevelt opened his campaign the 
Republican situation was desperate. Mr. Taft 
was unavailable. He had offended the people 
by approving an “indefensible” tariff measure. 
He had committed the unpardonable blunder of 
apologizing for it. He had alienated great masses 
of Republicans whose defection threatened the 
loss of a number of Republican states. 

The protected interests, which include the 
trusts, foresaw under Mr. Taft’s leadership the 
defeat of the Republican party on the tariff issue. 
They foresaw a successful assault on the tariff 
fortress of the plunderbund. They needed a 
leader who could keep the insurgent progressives 
within the party without injuring the interests 
and who had the energy and resources to make a 
successful popular campaign against Mr. Taft. 

Col. Roosevelt was ready at hand. The inter- 
ests did not like him personally, but they were 
ready to take anyone who would save their ba- 
con. The Colonel was aeprogressive. His scheme 
of Federal incorporation and regulation suited 
the trusts. It was worth millions to them in the 
valuation of their watered securities, the legaliza- 
tion of monopoly and the relief from civil and 
criminal prosecution. 

The Colonel suited the protected interests be- 
cause he had never been a tariff reformer and 
has never indicated that he wants to be. He 
has never bothered with the tariff issue. 

Col. Roosevelt’s silence on the tariff during his 
whole campaign while he assumed to represent the 
interests of the people against the interests of 
the bosses is significant. Although presenting 
himself as the leader of the Republican insurgents 
who split with the Taft administration on the 
tariff issue he has not uttered a word against the 
iniquities of the Aldrich-Payne tariff law or in 
favor of a specific reduction of tariff taxes. 

The first definite steps towards the Roosevelt 
candidacy, for which the public had been pre- 
pared by deft hints; was the call of the seven 
Governors. After a careful canvass of Mr. Taft’s 
strength among the people and in the party or- 
ganization, Col. Roosevelt announced his can- 
didacy in a radical speech, which attracted the 
attention of the country. He afterwards defined 
most of his radicalism away, but the speech 
served his purpose of seizing the leadership of 
the progressives. From that time Col. Roosevelt 
has had a series of victories in the great Repub- 
lican. states where victories for a lone popular 
champion without the means and machines of 
organized privilege would have been impossible. 
Mr. Taft has been permitted to prove his unpop- 
ularity with the aid of the interests and the 
approval of their political representatives who 
pretended to support him. His organization is 
disintegrating. He has no real friends. 

' Advices from Wall street say that the prospect 
of Roosevelt’s nomination and election does not 
disturb business. Judge Gary assures us that “pro- 
gressiveness is not dangerous.” ‘fim” Woodruff 
of New York proclaims in the same breath his 
loyalty to Taft and his affection for Roosevelt. 
How many real adherents has Mr. Taft among 
fhe national committeemen? It is understood 
that the count was 11 at the beginning of the 
fight) How many will he have and how many 
machine-made delegates will stick when the right 
word at the right time comes from the headquar- 
ters of the plunderbund? . 

Col. Roosevelt offers a rare combination for the 
salvation of the Republican party and its allied 
interests. He is the acknowledged leader of the 
progressives. He is the champion of the people 
in the fight for control of the Government. He 
is the savior of the trusts. He will divert public 
attention from the tariff, and thus rescue ‘the 
threatened stronghold of privilege. He carries 
the people in one hand and the interests in the 
other. Pathetic Mr. Taft holds the bag. 

Col. Roosevelt is the political runner-in. He 
is trying to bring the people and the interests 
together for a game with loaded dice. Will the

: CHAPTER II. 
THE LAST OF THE EARTH. 
INDING that they were rapidly

The only night they would have 
was on the side of the Callisto turned 
away from the sun, unless they passed 
through some shadow, which they -in- 
tended to avold on, account of the dan- 
ger of colliding with a meteor in the 
dark. The moon and the Callisto were 
moving on converging lines, the curves 
on which they had entered having 
‘swung them to side nearest the earth;

circular orbit. Wishing to change the 
direction of their flight by the moon’s 
attraction, they shut off the power 
driving them from the earth, where- 
upon the Callisto turned its heavy base 
toward the moon, They were already 
moving at such speed that their mo- 
mentum alone would carry them hun- 
dreds of thousands of miles into space, 
and were then almost abreast of the 
earth’s satellite, which was but a few 
thousand miles away. The spectacle 
was magnificent. As they looked at it 
through their field glasses or with the 
unaided eye the great cracks and cra- 
ters showed with the utmost clearness, 
sweeping past them almost as the land- 
scape flies past a railway train. There 
was something awe-inspiring in the 
vast antiquity of that furrowed lunar

F. N. Judson appeared Tuesday in 
behalf of Pierce and the Waters Pierce. 
In his argument asking that the re- 
straining order be revoked he told Judge 
Dyer that the petition of Tilford made 
no positive, direct allegations, and said 
it should have stated that irreparable 
damage would be done to other stock- 
holders unless an injunction was granted 
without notice. 

Judson argued the Court had acted 
hastily. Tilford was represented by 
Matt G. Reynolds, D. N. Kirby and Ben 
Schnurmacher. H. S. Priest and J. D. 
Johnson appeared with Judson for the 
aefense. 

Judge Convinced of Error. 

Judge Dyer said he became convinced 
Monday night he had acted hastily in 
issuing the restraining order. He said 
he read the Tilford petition at his home 
und he would have vacated the order 
Tuesday on the opening of court wheth- 
er the arguments had been presented or 
not.

It develops that at 
the time when Johnson was supposed 
to be doing 10 or 12 miles on the road 
every Gay, the big black was propped up 
in bed, fighting an attack of neuralgia 
of the stomach and attended by his 
wife, who was continually on the verge 
of hysterics through worry over his 
condition. 

“Finally Dr. Henry T. Cummings 
called three other doctors into consulta- 
tion, and it was through following the 
lines of treatment laid down by them 
that Jack grew strong enough to make 
the trip to New Mexico. Now that the 
daily reports are coming to Chicago 
about how pleased Johnson is with his 
new quarters and how the plans to 
start work immediately, there is food for 
speculation. as to whether this ‘work’ 
which he approaches is not the same 
kind of ‘road work’ he told Billy O’Con- 
nell about over the telephone these days 
when he was flat on his back.” 

Where Alibi Is Useful. 

Now if Johnson loses to Flynn it may 
be avery handy thing to be able to 
claim that he was a very, very, very 
sick man. Johnson is. quite clever 
enough to adopt this Chinese method 
of “saving his face.” He wouldn’t de- 
liberately Hie down to Flynn unless there 
was some way to excuse it without say- 
ing that he was permanently out of the 
game. 

There is every reason for 
Johnson isn’t slated as a inte. aes ee 
coming fight.

NEW YORK, June 4.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re-

“The recovery.in Stock Exchange 
prices today was probably to be ex- 
plained by the simple fact that last 
Wweek’s decline had failed to disturb or 
excite the general market, and that the 
returning spirit of apathy had left the 
unclosed ‘bear accounts’ the more nu- 
merous of open speculative positions. 

It could hardly be said that the move- 
ment of prices was in response to the 
day’s news, though that news was not 
unfavorable. 

The Weather Report. 

“Perhaps the Government's weekly re- 
view of weather conditions in the crop 
belt had the most real significancé, for 
it went a long distance toward dis- 

sing of the gloomy ‘private crop bul- 

etins’ of the week. That rain is much 
ponaed in parts of Kansas and Nebraska 
is admitted; but that the crop’s condi- 
tion, even there, is critical as yet, does 
not appear, and for the rest of the 
rain and cotton districts the week has 
een probably the most favorable of the 
Beason to date; there has been suf- 
ficient rainfall for crop needs which, in 
the genera) section beyond the Missis- 
pippi, have relieved the’ threatened 
drouth; conditions in the cotton belt 
have been excellent, and in the spring 
wheat country highly favorable. 

“It was noticeable, however, that there 

as continued dry weather today in 
he dry districts, and that the private 
experts did not change their note of 
bessimism. 

“The Government’s first cotton crop 
estimate of the season, given out at 

oon today, was tamely received; and 
hat was entirely natural because no 
condition estimate, compiled from re- 
<= deere ta May 25, when the season's 
lanting has been two to four weeks 
te, could be of any real value, 

“The absence of an acreage esti- 

ate makes even the mathematical 
orecast out of the question as a se- 
rious calculation. 

“The cotton trade seemed to accept 
the. 8% per cent lower condition of 
he crop, as compared with a year 
g0, and loosely to reckon a 10 per 
ent lower acreage, which would 

ring the planted area’ below that of 
910 or 1908, and nearly down to 
909. But this is all pure guesswork. 
“Next month’s actual estimate may 
be bettey or worse than that; it will 
e governed by the extent to which 
lood f4amage in the Mississippi Val- 
ey may be overcome by subsequent 
favoring weather, and the extent to 
which a good-sized acreage in Texas 
nd on the Atlantic seaboard is main- 

ained.
